"Por huncLreds of years naturalists 


have beeta .seeking in vain to find out 
hoi\ eels are propagated. 
The 


problem worried hundreds of genera- 
tions, and now at last the secret is 
out. 
Tt has been discovered by two 


Italian zoologists, Proi. Grnssi arid his, 
pupil, Sig. Calandruccio. In order to 
roach the source of this discovery we 
must go back to 1703. At that time 
the .naturalist Pennant called attention 
to a singular little fish fbat was then 
utterly unknown, and which is still 
found at several points in the Atlantic 
ocean and especially m tihe Mediter- 
ranean sea. It is a little creature as 
transparent as glass, with a flat body 
and very small fins. It is almost en- 
tirely formed of a gelatinous tissue. It 
ha& no eyes amd its blood is colorless. 
For a long time it wns thought that 
it was a species in itself, rout~not>ody 
knew where to place it in the family of 
creatures. In 1SG4 an American, scien- 
tist, Mr. Gill, stated that these singular 
lattle fishes were the larvae of conger 
eels, and in 1SGC professor ot the Bor- 
bonne, JI. Yves Delaige, confirmed the 
statement of Mr. Gill and proved by 
exiperimenits that the little creature 
was, a larva. He put one of them into 
an aquarium, where he witnessed its 
transformation into a J'oung conger eel. 


"Xow the larvae in question are 


plentiful in Sicily, and particularly in 
the straits of Messina. 
Prof. Grassi 


procured a number of them and kept 
them for a long time in an aquarium. 
With. Sig, Calamlniccdo lie witnessed 
the metamorphosis of these larvae. 
They all became eels, some of them 
Conors and others of a different spe- 
cies. 
But there was one particularly 


small species which attracted their at- 
tention. They watched it closely, and 
one day the}- found it transformed into 
a common eel. The greater portion of 
tho Ian ae collected by Sigs. Grassi and 
Calandruccio came from great depths, 
500 meters at least. These larvae come 
to the surface by accident when torn 
from their retreats by ,the currents and 
the commotion® so frequent in 
the 


Straits of Messina. 
The conclusion, 


therefore, is that the production of the 
eels is brought about very far from the 
surface of the sea. T!he larva of the 
eel is> about seven or eight centimeters 
long, and the young eel, the result 
of tihe transformation, 
is~ 
always 


short er. 


"We are now, therefore, in a position 


to explain the cnigmft that baffled the 
world from the time of Aristotle. Re- 
versing the habit of the salmon, the 
eel comes clown from therivers to reach 
the sea from October until January. 
In the deep wa.tcr it undergoes impor- 
tant changes, according to the speci- 
mens observed by the two Italian sci- 
entists. Its .eyes especially acquire di- 
mensions that, they never attain in 
fresh waiter. The color also changes. 
The eggs begin to float upon the sur- 
face of the sea in the month of Janu- 
ary; but the first larvae do not make 
their oppearancc until the following 
spring. These larvae are found in the 
stomachs of fishes that are known to 
Ihe in > er.\ deep viator. Thej arp tle- 
M'loped in (lit- i on, and it isbelipied 
thi't it require1' ;it len^t a month be- 
fore they nit- tiau = formed into little 
cols.

After aemainir.g for 
a certain time in salt water the young 
eel seeks, the estuaries, and at last takes 
the road to the rivers. As for the old 
eel, it remains in the sea, and it is the 
general opinion that it dies very soon 
after reproduction. 
Consequently, it 


never returns to the freshwater. Such, 
in brief, is the mystery of the eels, 
which Profs. Grassi ami Calandruccio 
have elucidated, 
There remain now 


only a few details to study. It took a 
long time to make the discovery, but 
all's well that enrls well.

Xow, 
if Profs, Grnssi and Calandruc- 


cio vull tell us how eels grow in lakes 
and duck ponds far from the sea, it 
might be interesting reading. It is also 
strange that in artificial ponds in which 
fish have ne%er been placed, it takes 
little more than l^o years to find them 
well stocked v\Hli various members of 
the finny tribe, big and little, according 
to the nature of the soil.—X, Y, Sun,

Though Assessors were authorized 


by law to summarily collect poll taxes 
by seizing upon any and every species 
of 
personal 
property 
whatsoever 


claimed by any person liable to pay 
and refusing or neglecting to pay his 
poll tax, and sell the same at any time 
or place, giving verbal notice of one 
hour previous to such sale, it has been 
alleged that the Assessors did not do 
their duty and the Legislature passed 
an act, which provides that the name 
of no person under 1he nge of sixty 
years shall be registered by any reg- 
istry agent until such person shall ex- 
hibit a proper receipt for the poll tax 
required by law for the then current 
year and also for the preceding year 
when such person shall have been an 
inhabitant of the State of Nevada 
during the last six months of the pre- 
ceding year; provided, that if the ap- 
plicant for registration has not paid 
such poll tax, or poll taxes, it shall he 
lawful for him to pay tho same to the 
Begistry Agent to whom he applies for 
registration, and receive the proper 
poll tax receipt therefor. 


The Constitution makes it obligatory 


upon the Legislature to provide by 
law for the payment of annual poil tax 
of not less than two nor exceeding 
four dollars fiom each male person 
resident in the Stale, between the ages 
of twenty-one and sixty years, un- 
civilized American Indians excepted, 
and lenvea it discretionary with tho 
Legislature to make such payment a 
condition to the right of voting. As 
may bo observed from tho laws quoted 
the Legislature has entertained differ- 
ent opinions at various times regarding 
the advisability of making the pay- 
ment of poll t.ixefa a condition to the 
right of voting. It has been charged 
that the Assessors neglected their duty 
in collecting poll taxes and that the 
only way to make some people con- 
tribute to the support of the State 
Government is to deprive thorn of tbe 
right of suffrage unless they pay a poll 
tax. That idea is now prevalent and 
citizens between tho ages of twenty-one 
and sixty years of aga must pay their 
poll taxes before they can get their 
names on the list of registered voteis. 


The object of re-enacting the law re- 


quiring the payment of poll taxes as n 
condition to voting ia not clearly ap- 
parent. It was not for the purpose of 
increasing the revenue of the State as 
it prohibits political committees and 
candidates for any publio office paying 
the poll tax of any voter. This may be 
all right from a partisan standpoint, as 
tbe persons whose poll taxea'are paid 
by a political committee or candidate 
would feel under obligations to vote 
for the party or candidate that paid 
the poll tax, but so far us ';he btate 
revenue is concerned it is immaterial 
who pays the tax so it is paid. Very 
many object to taxing the elective 
franchise for any purpose, while others 
contend that a voter nhould contribute 
to the support of the Government, and 
a majority seemed to be of that way of 
thinking 
whan the law 
requiring 


voters to pay a poll tax was placed on 
the statutes, and, perhaps, they were 
right,

CANADA IN WAR. 


AConadiaiiSnys England Should Make 


n Xavnl Harbor In Hudson Day. 


The recent talk of the possibility of 


v,-(ir between the United States and 
Jajpnn has caused considera'ble specula- 
tion here, on war in general, and there 
has been' some discussion, as to what 
means should be taken for Canada's 
defense in the case of war. A Canadian 
•writing to the press on the matter says: 


"The question arises in connection 


with, this subject, to wihat extent can 
the imperial government aid the peo- 
ple of Canada in time of war with our 
closest neighbors, should sucli acalam- 
ily happen.? A glance atthemay shows 
that so far as Ontario is concerned, 
which is the keystone of the dominion, 
no defense from tha't source is passible 
at present. The migfhtiest fleet that 
England might dispatch could get no 
nearer th'nn Montreal, and the idea, of 
sending elective gunboats by way oi 
the oanals would hardly be entertained. 


"But there is a point, tit which On- 


tario miglil. be reenforced with tremen- 
dotis advantage, and 'thait is upon the 
northern coast bordering on Hudson 
bay. 
Were a harbor provided nt that 


point to \vhicdi naval ?hips could find 
access, nnd railroad communication 
from the same contnccted with the gen- 
eral system of railways an the domin- 
ion, a

established

might enable the British navy to ren-

The icchvood is the glory of the Coast 


range. It extends along the western 
slope, in a nearly continuous belt ten 
miles wide, from bcjoiul the Oregon 
boundary to the south of Santa Cruz, 
a distance of nearly 400 miles, and in 
massive, sustained grandeur and close- 
ness of growth surpasses all the other 
timber woods of the. world. Trees 
from 10 to 15 feet in diameter and 300 
feet high are not uncommon, and a few 
attain a height of 350 feet, or even 400, 
with a diameter at the base of 15 to 20 
feet or more, while the ground beneath 
them, is a garden of fresh, exuberant 
ferns, lilies, ganltheria and rhododen- 
dron. 


As timber the redwood is too good to 


live. The largest sawmills ever onilt 
are busy nlong its seaward border1, 
"uith all tlie modern impro\emenls,'' 
but so immense is tho \ icld per acre it
